Land  exchanges,  as  authorized  by  the  Federal  Land  Policy  and  Management  Act 
( FLPMA) ,  are  a  vehicle  which  combines  the  disposal  of  public  lands  and  the 
acquisition  of  non-Federal  lands  to  maximize  efficiency  of  public  land 
management  and  optimum  utilization,  conservation  and  protection  of  resources. 

FLPMA  Section  206  provides  that  lands  or  interests  in  lands  may  be  exchanged 
for  lands  or  interests  therein  located  in  the  same  state.  With  some 
exceptions,  land  exchanges  are  traditionally  negotiated  specifically  to 
involve  Federal  and  non-Federal  lands  within  District  or  Resource  Area 
boundaries.  There  are  a  number  of  persuasive  reasons  for  limiting  exchanges 
to  those  administrative  boundaries,  however,  it  is  important  that  the 
flexibility  granted  by  statute  be  maintained.  Land  exchanges  should  be 
designed  to  improve  public  use  and  management  of  public  values  and  resources. 
If  necessary,  exchanges  across  administrative  boundaries  will  be  utilized  to 
meet  that  objective.  The  emerging  use  of  land  exchange  pooling  where  multiple 
parcels  of  Federal  or  non-Federal  lands  are  consolidated  into  a  package  for 
one  or  more  exchange  transactions  to  occur  over  a  period  of  time  will  often 
involve  lands  in  multiple  administrative  jurisdictions.  Similarly,  there  will 
be  a  need  to  exchange  lands  to  "buy-out"  conservation  groups  or  other 
non-Federal  entities  that  acquire  lands  with  the  intent  of  immediate  or 
eventual  transfer  to  public  ownership. 

To  facilitate  the  development  of  exchanges  across  District  and  Resource  Area 
administrative  boundaries,  land  use  plan  identifications  of  lands  available 
for  exchange  have  been  collected  and  displayed  in  this  package.  Because  of 
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the  passage  of  time  and  evolution  of  planning  methodology  and  guidance,  not 
all  Land  Use  Plans  can  be  interpreted  the  same  way.  They  do,  however, 
display,  as  of  the  date  of  preparation,  (1)  lands  clearly  suitable  for 
disposal,  subject  to  resource  inventory  and  which  are  contemporarily 
categorized  as  Zone  3  and  (2)  lands  available  for  possible  exchange  if  lands 
of  higher  resource  values  are  to  be  gained,  usually  to  meet  specific  plan 
criteria.  These  lands  are  currently  identified  as  Zone  2.  In  most  plans, 

Zone  1  lands  are  not  available  for  exchange  because  they  have  national  or 
statewide  significance  or  are  well-blocked  and  contribute  to  multiple  use 
programs  of  the  Bureau. 

Notes : 

1.  Because  Section  206  of  FLPMA  does  not  provide  for  interstate  exchanges, 
the  Spokane  RMP  exchangeable  lands  inventory  is  not  included  in  this 
compi lation. 

2.  Because  of  the  variations  in  plan  specificity  and  the  difficulty  of 
compiling  the  data,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  identify  or  quantify 
available  lands  from  circa  1970's  Management  Framework  Plans. 

3.  The  maps  and  lists  contained  herein  represent  a  snap-shot  in  time,  current 
as  of  the  date  of  preparation.  Some  of  the  lands  identified  as  available 
have  subsequently  been  exchanged  or  tentatively  committed  to  exchanges 
being  processed  or  negotiated.
